The radio I* a wonderful Invention, bringing 
entertainment and Information to millions of 
people. And thU U the season of our year In 
which people are chiefly In te r e st ed In the radio, 
many of them appreciative, a number of them 
critical, of the performances «f the most popular 
of modern Institutions. 

The radio, like every other'lnslrument In the 
service of the public, has its Critics: but even the 
critics are agreed that It is not the Invention 
which should be criticized but the way In which It 
Is handled. 

Visitors from the British Isles UU us that In 
the business of broadcasting “they do things much 
better In England." Visitors from this country to 
Great Britain maintain that tht British Broad¬ 
casting organisation Is much superior In Its 
methods to anything ot the same kind In Canada 
or In the United 8 tates. 

As an example of the difference In the systems, 
stranger, from part, ot Europe say that over there ^ | 

a fine Instrumental or vocal programme Is never 
throttled In Its midst for the purpose of announc 
lng that certain brands of pills or toothpastes can 
be procured at certain placet it extraordinarily 
low prices. 

That Is one of the consequences of broadcasting 
by private companies, the only advantage of which 
Is that llsteners-ln get their programmes free of 
direct cost. 

When Canada adopted a National system of 
broadcasting, some persons entertained what 
appears to be a vain delusion that when some- 
thlg good seas upon the air it would not be Inter¬ 
rupted by tome far from musical or cultured voice 
announcing bargain prices for some potions or 
nostrums. —— 

Canada has not adopted the British system: It 
has followed the American system, with the ex¬ 
ception that the adopted system Is not free to the 
listener. 

That, we submit. Is a perversion of the purpose 
of the radio, and should be stopped. It Is Just as 
offensive to good taste and as outrageous to good 
manners as gabbling In a theatre during a good 
theatrical or musical performance. The director 
of the Canadian National system Is a good musi¬ 
cian, and it should not be necessary to tell him 
that the practices he allows are offensive to all

MR. McGEER IN ACTION 


Mayor-elect McOeer of Vancouver Is swift ln 
action—although not yet officially Installed ln 
office he has commanded the Government to dis¬ 
miss from office taro poUee magistrates and to 
-appoint their successor* Liberals are supposed 
to be opposed to arbitrary measures, but that act 
steins to be about as high-handed as some of the 
actions of another political dictator, Hon. Mitchell 
Hepburn. When the Premier of Ontario dismisses 
officials, he say* he lias fired them. Mr. Hepburn 
has ao Uttle respect for authority, even of the 
highest, that he said before his election he 
would Are the Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario. 
He meant it. too. and might have tried It, If some 
better-informed politician had not told him his 
powers were not so comprehensive as In' his 
Ignorance he bcUeved them to be. 

In this matter of the dismissal of the two Van¬ 
couver magistrate* we assume that some charge 
must have been laid against the Judges. Under 
the procedure of the ordinary courts every of¬ 
fender Is given an opportunity of stating hts de¬ 
fence. The prospective chief magistrate has given 
a reason for his precipitate action, but the reaaon 
he has given D an excuse. He says his object Is 
reform of the police system of Vancouver without 
loss of time. So he Is going to reform the police 
system from the top down. If there has been law¬ 
lessness ln Vancouver. Is that condition of affairs 
due to the Incompetence (or worse) of the magis¬ 
tracy, or la It due to some Influence beyond the 
control or Jurisdiction of the magistrates? Mr. 
McOeer may succeed ln proving that his arbitrary 
action was Just tiled by facts within his knowledge, 
but surely he might have waited until he was 
sworn Into office before adopting a course which 
seems to be somewhat high-handed. 

Mr. McOeer declared during the mayoralty 
campaign that he would drive crime out of Van¬ 
couver within thirty days. That may be his 
excuse for seizing the reins of power before being 
officially Installed ln office. One montb Is a short 
time for the completion of a big Job. After that 
duty Is discharged the Legislature will be ln ses¬ 
sion and other duties demanding Mr. McOeer'a 
attention. Drawing conclusions from the obvious 
Influence of the Vancouver member ln the coun¬ 
cils of the Government, one private member of 
the Legislature will have a great deal to say dur¬ 
ing the coming session of the House.

As one commentator observes 
“Italy Is bankrupt; Germany Is in a 
ferment; Russia la in the throes of 
a bloody purge; Spain Is moribund; 
Austria Is impotent; Hungary has 
lost all dignity; Poland Is looking 
for the highest bidder” 

Aa he further notes, these are the 
very countries that were to be saved 
by the dictatorships so much ad¬ 
mired by the home-grown reaction¬ 
aries who would like to see one im¬ 
posed on this side of the North Sea. 

DEMOCRACY WORKS 
Democracy still works In Great 
Britain. It had a notable triumph 
in the Queen's Hall the other day. 
when the “die-hards” were utterly 
routed over the Indian question by 
the sane and level-headed members 
of the Central Council of the Con¬ 
servative party. The 1,700 delegate 
members of this body had been sum¬ 
moned to decide whether or not the 
decision of the Government to bring 
In a bill on the lines of the report 
of the Joint Select Committee was 
acceptable to the party. 

This means more than appears on 
thw sur f ac e . It Is nat.oaly now as¬ 
sured that the Indian bill will go 
through without any watering down, 
but that th* National Government 
Is firmly In the saddle and may go 
on with the social legislation of 
which the country la. in urgent need. 

Not only will the National Gov¬ 
ernment be able to take credit for 
the gift of responsible government 
to an Empire of 300,000,000 people, 
the most stupendous measure of re¬ 
form ever submitted to a British or 
any other parliament. Large-scale 
housing, slum-clearing and similar 
plans for the amelioration of the

consult no fewer than 300 highway 
authorities. These were set up In 
those spacious days when what Is 
now modem London was largely “a 
compact of a vast number of villages 
which were designed to be separate 
entitles but have been seised In the 
tentacles of the ever-growing capi¬ 
tal.” 

STIRRING Or BONES 

The National Government has 
long been accused, by friend as well 
foe, of Inertia, but there are 
plenty of signs today that the dry 
bones are stirring.

In any event, the water needs of 
the country have Increased, propor¬ 
tionately, far more than the popula¬ 
tion. largely because of the Increased 
use of sanitary appliance* la-many 
small towns and In the country dis¬ 
tricts. and of the Installation of 
baths as part of the normal equip¬ 
ment of all but the oldest dwellings, 
a form of material progress the ad¬ 
vance of which has been greatly ac¬ 
celerated during the last three or 
four decades. 

Finally, and this Is perhaps the 
most Important measure on the do¬ 
mestic programme, the abolition of 
slum dwellings is to be carried to 
completion. Much has already been 
done, but much remains to be done. 
Hence the bill that Sir Hilton Young 
U to brm* in for the Piwv^ntjon 
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strata of the working “population Overcrowding. When its provisions

The social and economic up¬ 
heaval of the fifteenth and six¬ 
teenth centuries multiplied the idle 
and vagrant. These troubles of the 
Tudor* led to codification 
Elizabeth in a system wh< 
results of wdrkhouse and # pauper 
were brought to America with the 
Puritans. .The social attitude that 
crystallized In the old Poor Law is 
reflected tn the title of the similaj 
Scottish act dated 1579: Tor pun¬ 
ishment of strong and idle beggars 
and relief of the poor and im¬ 
potent-” In Scotland until the 
present depression an able-bodied 
person had no resource to public 
relief of any kind.

It would be unfair to those 
in employment if payments 
made to unemployed persons out of 
taxation without considering whether 
a payment is needed. A test of 
need is essential But the old con¬ 
ception of the Poor Law, that only 
the elementary needs of a destitute 
person should be provided for. is no 
longer tenable. What is needed is a 
service based on the view that un 
employment is primarily an ixxfut- 

I trial problem, and that an able 
bodied worker who has lost his em 
• ployment is in need not only of 
■.monetary assistance but also of op- 
■ port unities of keeping fit for em 
.ployment and facilities for taking 
■ employment as soon as openings are 
j available. That aervioe should be 
■ as comprehensive as possible and 
".should be centrally administered."

Although Victoria has two or 
three splendid organs, very few 
visiting organists are heard. The 
past year has one splendid memory, 
however, In the visit of Gunther 
Ramin, whose programme at the 
First United Church, with Mmc 
Jacqueline Rosial, soprano, assist¬ 
ing. ranks among the best ever 
given here.

OLD LETTER 
GIVES VIEW 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier No Be¬ 
liever in Union Govern¬ 
ment for Canada

MONTREAL. Dec, 38 (CP) -Made 
public for the first time, a letter 
written .‘eventeen years ago today 
by 81r Wilfrid Laurler. setting out 
his views on Union Government for 
Canada, brings an authoritative 
voice of the past to discussion of a 
matter which has engaged the at¬ 
tention of Canadians. Irrespective of 
their political allegiance, from time 
to time. 

Under date of December 28. 1817, 
Ottawa, shortly after the return to 
Office of the Union Government 
headed by 8ir Robert Borden, the 
eminent statesman wrote to Mrs. A. 
N. Brudeur. a sister-in-law, here. 
"Despite the consequences, the peo¬ 
ple have given voice to such a cry 
of reprobation as to spell short life I 
for the present Administration and 
prevent the possibility of such an 
experiment ever being repeated." 
ALLOWED POSTPONEMENT 
In the ordinary course of events 
the Conservative Government which, 
under the leadership of Sir Robert, 
defeated Sir Wilfrid's regime in 1811 
arid was destined six years later to 
evolve Into the Dominion's first Un¬ 
ion Government, should have gone 
to the people for renewal of Its man¬ 
date In 1816. 

Mrs. Brodeur. who gave the letter 
to the Canadian Press, recalls hav¬ 
ing been toldjby the "old chieftain" 
that It was only his sense of patriot¬ 
ism in a national crisis which 
prompted him to allow postpone¬ 
ment of the prorogation of Parlia¬ 
ment from 1916 to 1917. Canada 
mas at war and he felt It to be no 
time to hinder her march toward 
victory.

WILL INCREASE 
STEEL OUTPUT 

Soviet Russia Achieves Ob¬ 
jective in Production 
of Pig Iron 


MOvSCOW. Dec. 29 (AP).—Not 

content with having surpassed all 
nations but the United States In 
pig iron production for 1934. 8oviet 
Russia is driving Into the new year, 
under Stalin's leadership, with the 
determination to attain the same 
leading position in steel. 

Joseph Stalin’s warning to execu¬ 
tives of the metallurgical Industries 
that they must not get "swell - 
headed" about exceeding the year's 
pig iron production plan with an 
estimated 10.500.000 tons—50 per 
cent above 1833—was the text for 
editorials In all leading Soviet 
papers today. His slogan, "tech¬ 
nique without men Is dead," crept 
into many headlines. 

Higher pay for efficient technical 
men was one of the means Stalin 
suggested to directors of the Soviet 
Iron and steel industries for Im¬ 
provement of their technique. 

NOW METAL COUNTRY 
Stalin told the metallurgists 
proudly that nobody now can say 
Russia Is a land of wood without a 
Rugby scrap of Iron. "We are now a metal 


Now. heat Is bound to make us 
perspire, and If engaged in physical 
work, the amount of water lost to 
the system Is very great. Of course, 
one can continue to drifik water, 
which helps to some extent; but 
those engaged In work In Industry 
cannot be drinking water all the 
jjfne. 

However, a number of employers 
made use of an idea that was put 
forward In 1931 by Dr. Donald M. 
Glover, In the Journal of Industrial 
Hygiene. The article was called 
"Heat Cramps in Industry—Their 
Treatment by Sodium Chloride 
(table salt).’’ Workers In the steel 
and aluminum Industry, under ex¬ 
treme conditions of heat, took one 
of the salt tablets (about one-quar¬ 
ter teaspoonful) with eadh drink of 
water and usually drank two or three 
times an hour while doing muscular 
work. 

"It Is apparently safe to allow 
workers to eat as much salt as they 
feel that they require, and the salt 
should be In the convenient form of 
tablets If possible." 

Now. why Is salt of so much value 
to workers? 

Salt has the power of preventing 
water from being thrown out of the 
body too easily by perspiration. It 
simply holds the water to the extent 
of seventy time* its weight, so that 
If a half to a teaspoonful of salt Is 
eaten every hour during hard work 
In hot weather, a great amount of 
water can thus be held in the tissues, 
and the tissues always need a cer¬ 
tain amount of water In order to do 
their work properly. 

However, my thought at this time 
is really not to talk about the value 
of salt in hot weather, but about the ‘ 
fact that as salt holds so much water 
In the tissues therefore much of the

A NNIVERSARIES of notable religious events more or less 
remote in history, the holding of world congresses by 
two church bodies, the death of an unusual number of 
Anglican leaders in Canada, the accesaion of a woman to the 
throne of the Salvation Army, and the coinings aiuf goings of 
ministers on Vancouver Island, are matters that may command 
the interest of Colonist readers, in a review of church life and

A cross of granite, fifty feet high. Church In the Coal City—Colville 
Town of early days—honored the 
work of the four missionaries who 
landed at this port on February 10. 
1859; Rev. Dr Ephraim Evans, Rev 
Edward White. Rev. Ebeneser Rob¬ 
son and Rev. Arthur Browning. 

In a tense atmosphere, the Bap¬ 
tists of the world, representing some 
14,000,000 communicants, met for 
their quadrennial congress In the 
city of Berlin, to which they had 
jjoeen Invited by Oerman Baptists, 
who had been assured by Herr Hit 
ler of liberty of s peec h . Pronounce 
menu of a distinctly anti Nazi 
flavor was passed unchallenged, 
though unreported In the Oerman 


waa unveiled last Bummer to com¬ 
memorate the landing four hundred 
years ago of the mariner of 8t. 
Malo, on the ahore of the Saint 
Lawrence River at Oaspe and his 
erection of the cross of wood, long 
since decayed. Pour hundred years 
ago. too. William Tindale gave to 
England and to the English-speak¬ 
ing people of all time, the New 
Testament In the vernacular, a gift 
of the same sort and la the 
year that Martin Luther passed on 
to the Oerman people. Pour hun¬ 
dred years ago, In the crypt of a 
church In Parts, IgnaUus Loyola, 
with a few companions, took the 
vows of chastity and obedience, and 
thus sUrted the order of Jesuits, 
perhaps the most potent monastic 
body In the history of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Oreat evangellsU were remem¬ 
bered this year, preachers of the 
gospel in three continents. William 
Carey, cobbler, Orientalist, gospeller 
to T prii* and pioneer of Protestant 
missions abroad, died In 1834. In 
lha year passed away William 
Morrison, linguist, also Chinas 
great lexicographer, humble Chris¬ 
tian and first Protestant to open the 
closed door of China to the Chris¬ 
tian message. In that yea** was 
bom Charles Haddon Spurgeon, 
prince of world preachers, whose 
sermons, delivered for three decades 
from the pulpit of Metropolitan 
Tabernacle In the .city-wf Loodqn, 


Meeting for the first time In

election of Indigenous bishops, and 
the election of a comparatively 
young bishop to the primacy, were 
some of Its leading actions. This 
church hss suffered the loss of 
msny leaders during 1934: Dean 
Tucker, of London; Her. Canon W 
H. Vernon, of Toronto and of all 
Canada; Archbishop Stringer, far a 
long time to the snowy wastes of 
the North snd recently to Mani¬ 
toba; and Archbishop C. L. Worrell, 
of Halifax. Primate of Canada. To 
his office sucoeeded Bishop W. T. 
Owen, of Niagara, a choice that has 
commended Itself highly to the 
whole Anglican body to Canada. 
Here may be mentioned the cordial 
Interchanges thab took place be¬ 
tween the Anglican and United 
Church representatives at their 
simultaneous gatherings in Mont¬ 
real and Kingston.

American Public Health Association 
was that "There Is no convincing 
evidence that raw milk, even if It 
were safe, is superior to pasteurized 
milk to infant feeding. Pasteurized 
milk is probably better, since it Is 
more easily digested ” 

There is no disadvantage in using 
pasteurized milk, and there is the 
Immeasurable advantage of safety. 
No one can tell by looking at milk 
whether or not It Is safe. No one 
can tell by the taste of milk whether 
or not disease germs are present 
But when milk is pasteurized, you 
know that It Is safe, because the 
heat used Is sufficient to kill the 
germs of disease which may have 
found their way Into the milk. 

We are not suggesting that pas 
teurtzatlon should be used to cover 
up dirty milk; indeed, we are much 
opposed to this. It la only clean 
milk which should be pasteurized for 
human consumption. Clean milk is 
desirable; but merely clean milk is 
not safe milk; to make it safe, milk 
must be pasteurized or bo.led.

of raw milk may be the one which 
will do you harm.

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Historic Race Rocks Lighthouse 
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N ine and one-quarter miles due aoulh 
by «Mt from Victoria aland* lofty 
Race Rock* lighthouse. a landmark 
familiar to moat Victorian* in clear weather, 
and one of the beat-known light* on the 
Pacific Coast. For seventy-four year* the 
granite and sandstone todrer has gplmly with¬ 
stood the ravage* of aea and weather, housing 
a warning light, fog signal and radio beacon 
for the benefit of ships that pass in the day 
and night. 

Race Rock*, in the fumt. of Juan de Fuca, 
some two miles from William Head Quarantine 
Station, were named by Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany traders in 1842 This was a year , be¬ 
fore James Douglas landed to establish Fort 
Victoria. The name was adapted by Capt. H. 
Keltett, of If-MB. Herald, when he alUrveyed 
the coast of Vancouver Island In 1846. 

"This dangerous group Is appropriately 
named, for the tide make* a perfect race 
around it.** said Capt. Kellett In his official 
report' to the British Admiralty. 

Race Rocks lighthouse was the first light, 
tower on the coast of British Columbia, and Is 
ninety-three and one-half feet high from It* 
base to the top of the light ventilator. The 
tower Is painted with conspicuous black and 
white band* to aid visibility in the daytime. 
A vaporised Oil light flashes a beam of 65.000 
candlepower every ten seconds through an arc 
of visibility of 360 degrees at night. To cope 
with the fog menace, lighthouse officials in 
1992 installed a powerful steam' whistle, and 
until 1910 Its loud blast was a familiar sound. 
It was replaced by a modem compressed-air 
diaphone. or fog horn, which is often hear In 
the city during thlck ! weather. 

As an additional aid to shipping, a radio 
beacon was established at the lighthouse in 
1927. In clear weather It automatically sends 
cut the code letter* "V O T* every half hour. 
In foggy’ weather it Is timed to give the signal 
at three-minute Intervals on a wave length 
of 300 kilocycles or 1.000 meter* It has a 
range of approximately .100 miles. By means 
of special direction finding apparatus. * pas¬ 
sing vessel Is able to Judge ber proximity to 
ih ore. 

Silent Zone Mystery 

I^OR several years the so-called 'silent rone" 
a around Race Rocks was the object of con¬ 
siderable controversy. , Many vessels failed to 
hear the diaphone in the fog when approach- 


chant* Exchange for complete information on 
the zone. and in May. 1929, the Hydrograp'.ii 
Survey vczael Llliooet was sent out to delve 
Into the supposed mystery. It was found that 
the lighthouse and rocks screened of! some 
of the diaphone* roar, and when the instru¬ 
ment was raised higher the defect apparently 
was Improved. It was also estimated that 
two di*phones, one on each side of the light¬ 
house. would clear up the trouble entirely. 

A Ritchie. Ughtkecpcr at RAce Rocks, Uvea 
with his wife and an assistant keeper in a 
heavily-buhl stone house at the base of the 
tower. The rock is not as barren as one might 
think, for Mr. Ritcliie ha* a small vegetable 
garden on its nine acre* It was mad; in m 
semi-sheltered spot with soil brought on a^, 
■cow from the mainland Freeh water is 
seldom a problem, and only at rare intervals 
has Ms. Bercns or 8s. Estevan to bring it out 
in forty-gallon casks. The secret Is a deep 
covered cistern In the rocks to store up rain 
water. 

in calm weather Mr. Ritchie is able to row 
to shore In a lifeboat kept at a larding on 
the lee side of his rocky domain. Twice a 
week, weather permitting, he receives papers 
and mail by launch The Berens or Eatevan 
brings groceries, vegetables and lighthouse 
supplies from Victoria periodically. An ever 
present but not too plentiful supply of drift¬ 
wood helps to keep the coal bill at a minimum 

George N Davies, the first Ughtkeepcr at 
Race Bocks, was appointed by the Imperial 
Government and arrived at Victoria from 
England in 1859 with his wife snd four-year- 
old son. The son. James Davies, now retired, 
lived to serve in several British Columbia 
lighthouses, including a long spell on desolate 
Triangle Island. 

George N. Davies tended -the light at the 
Rare until his death in 1966, when Thomas 
Argyle took over the duties. James Davies 
followed In his father's footsteps snd became 
Mr. Argyll's asisUnt for eighteen months 
when he was seventeen years old. Following 
Mr. Argyle, F. M. Eastwood was In charge of 
the light for twenty-eight years. He was re¬ 
placed by the late J. Forsythe. H. I. Mac- 
Konrle then took charge temporarily until the 
permanent appointment of Mr. Ritchie. 



RACE ROCKS LIGHTHOUSE 


Historic Records 

EL VINO into the history -of Race Rock* 
light, wc find an interesting letter in the 

nftf HbUSe.^fW* lighthouse authority of Harbormaster nt Esquimau, to Oovemor James 
Great BriuAn, wrote to the Vancouver Mer- Douglas, of the Crown Colony of Vancouver 
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Island. The idler is dated June 2. 1659. snd 
reads in pert as follows: 

“I respectfully beg leave to call your at¬ 
tention . . / to the dar.ge.m; Race Rocks 

. . and the expediency of having a light 
thereon without further delay . . . Capt. 
Richards, of H MB. Plumber has recom¬ 
mended to the proper authorities that a light 
. hould be placed there ... I therefore 
;ecommend that a temporary construction 
with comracn lan thorns be erected on the 
Race Rock* ... A valuable American ship. 
Morning Olory—Hobbs, master—deeply laden, 
struck on the Race Rocks and remained in a 
dangerous position for some hours on the 
night of May 30 last and now lies in this 
harbor seriously injured and waterlogged.” 

Next month Mr. Cooper wrote to Oovemor 
Douglas asking for an increase in his salary 
of £460 per year, stressing the importance 
of a harbormaster's position. There is a note 
in Oovemor Douglas* handwTttlng on Mr 
Cooper* letter refusing the increase because 
the Oovemor thought the position was a 
purely nominal one. ' * 

About the same time as Mr. Cooper's cor- 
respondenco. the Imperial Government ap¬ 
propriated £7.000 to build lighthouses on Race 
Rocks and Fisgard Island. Huge granite 
blocks for the Race tower were cut to shape, 
numbered, and ihippcd r. round the Horn from 
'ttiflsnd to Victoria. Sandstone for the 
upper part of the structure was quarried on 
■ fra * Art wA B w itp* 
ever by paddle-wheel tugs. 

Over the date of September 27. 1859. we 


find the following letter from John J. Coch- 
lane to Joseph D. Pembertcn. Colonial 

Surveyor: 

*1 undertake superintendence cf the works 
ou the Race Rocks on the terms you propose. 
£”I;20 per month payable monthly on demand, 
also being lurnbhed w.th two comfortable 
looms on the Island and the ins.of a boat 
when such is required for the works, for 
neither of which any deduction Trom my al¬ 
lowance shall be made.” 

In answer to an Inquiry from the Governor. 
Mr. Pemberton wrote on November 7 W the 
same year that 150 feet of lightning rod would 
be required at Race Rocks. 

In the meantime work went along steadily 
on the big lighthouse. Operations were de¬ 
layed for a time through having to order crane 
castings from San Francisco.

Acting Colonial Surveyor.

the contractor. Before the light was com¬ 
pleted the sum of £4.789:19:5 Iras paid out 

Confused by fog, the British bark Nanette 
was wrecked upon Race Rocks on December 
23. I960, three days before the light was lit 
for the first time. Although H.M.S. Orappler. 
from Esquimau, went to the bark’s aid, the 
stricken windjammer became a total loss. One 
of the first sights George N. Davies saw was 
a three-foot complete model of the Nanett? 
bobbing up and down gracefully on the waves 
near the wreck. He recovered the tuiy craft 
with difficulty from the treacherous rips and 
it remained In the Davies family until Fred 
Maynard wgs instrumental in having it placed 
In the Archives. 

On December 26. 1660, Race Rocks light 
sent forth its warning flashes. It was a day 
oi much rejoicing among seafaring folk who 
had always dreaded passing the unmarked 
xocks and racing tide. 

Equipped with a revolving lens operated by 
clockwork, the light burned colza oil snd 
flashed a warning beam every ten coconds. A 
aeep booming bell, also actuated by clockwork, 
was provided aa a fog warning. The high price 
of Imported colza oil later led to the use of 
refined dogfish oil from Queen Charlotte 
Islands. This was afterwards supplied by local 
I n dia n s In iu crude form for fifty cents per 
gallon. Soieral lamps were tried in the light- 
house until one burning coal oil finally gave 
complete satisfaction. 

Mr. Davies and hia family subsisted on the 
same kind of food lsrued to seamen in the 
"Royal navy at Esquimau In the 60 s. Once or 
twice a month a naval vessel brought supplies 
to the rock. Rain water was stored in a 
cistern and supplemented by a few casks of 
the fresh article occasionally. 

Approximately 9900 worth of victuals a year 
were at first allowed. Prices charged the 
lighthouse board at that time were: Fresh 
beef, 30; pound; salt beef, 25c pound; flour, 
barrel. $26; tea. $1 pound; coffee. 75c pound; 
vegetables. 12c pound: rice, 20 c pound; sugar. 
25c pound; raisins. # 75c pound; Butter. $1 
I ound; mustard and pepper. $3 pound; water 
20c gallon. Coal cost $20 per ton delivered at 
ihe^pock. v ■&::* 

Food Allowances 

’ was pi 

in operation the annual allowance had 
crept up to $965 and included 896 pounds salt 


beef and sail pork. $96 pounds fresh beef. 2.rM 
pounds flour. 240 pounds brown sugar. 48 
pounds tea, 1,440 pounds vegetables. 676 pounds 
rioe, 92 pounds coffee, 48 pounds raisins and 
currants, 112 pounds butter, 16 pounds mustard 
and • pounds pepper. 

A terrible tragedy took place at Race Rocks 
on Christinas Day. 1865. when George N. 
Davies’ brother-in-law. sister, and three men 
perished m the waves while the Ughtkeepcr 
looked oh powrrle^s to help. Mr. Davies never 
fully recovered from the shock and passed 
away eleven months later. 

Early on the morning of the fatal day. Mr. 
Warner, the brother-in-law. left Victoria in 
a Whitehall boat with his wile and Mr. Unton. 
a tailor. They loaded some government sup¬ 
plies for the light and sufficient eatables to 
make up a Jolly Christmas pdrty. Finding the 
re a a bit choppy. Mr. Warner made for 
Esquimau where he was Joined by William 
Saunders and Fred Simmons who went along 
to help man the boat. Arriving within hail¬ 
ing distance of the light about 1 p.m.. the 
visitors were urged by Mr Davies to heave to 
until the tide changed, making the two 
dangerous rip*, in their course somewhat safer 
to cross. 

After a short consulation. the party decided 
to make for the light without further delay. 

A lew seconds later the stout boat was float¬ 
ing bottom up. capsized by a wave, and Its 
cocupcnts were fighting for their Uvea in a 
tide rip. Their agonizing appeals for help, 
could not be answered, for Mr v Davies had no 
lifeboat nor any lifebelts at the lighthouse. 
Even the .strongest of swimmers could only 
have lived a minute of two in the seething 
waters. One by one Mr. Warner, his wife, and 
Mr. Linton disappeared beneath the surface 
after.desperate struggle* to reach the rock. 

8 aundcrs and Simmons for a time were more 
lortunate, managing to cling to the overturned 
boat. During one swirl of the tide they drifted 
within sixty feet of the rock, but the frantic 
lightkeeper could not lift a hand to save them. 
There was not a ship In sight nor was there 
any way to summon aid. Mr. Davies was 
lorced to undergo the horrible ordeal of watch¬ 
ing the helpless pair tossed here and there in 
the swirl of waters until they disappeared from 
sight when dusk brought the fatal day to a 
cloae. No bodies were recovered.

T HE father of the new "science” of pugi¬ 
lism was the fighter-promoter Jack 
Broughton, founder of the Broughton 
school of the bare fist. He first rose to prom 
inence as a protege of Fig. 

Says a writer in The Sporting Magazine, 
who knew him: "The history of almost every 
pugilist sufficiently proves that the mind, 
whatever may be hazarded to the contrary, is 
very much interested in all contests of this 
nature. It is the origin of motion and the

body is its slave. Broughton was superior to 
all others In mental powers. His sagacity in 
discovering the weakness of an adversary en- 
kblcd him to overcome many to whom he 
r as inferior in bodily force. His favorite blow* 
were straight and especially one planted dl- 
ricely in the middle of the stomach. He used 
round blows, particularly when he wanted to 
strike his antagonist under the left car.” 

In Broughton's Arena 

B ROUGHTON'S arena in Oxford -Road. 

“with stage, boxes, pits and galleries,’’ 
was opened in the Spring of 1743 with the fol¬ 
lowing advertisement: 

“On March 10 at Broughton's new arena will 
be exhibited the true art of boxing by the 
eight famed following, men: Sweep, Belos, 
Oro'YCT. Roger, Allen, Robert Spikes, Harry 
Oray and the Clogmaker. The above eight 
man are to b* brought on the stage- and 
matched according to the approbation of the 
gentlemen who shall be pleased to honor 
them with their company. 

“5fote—There will be a battle royal between 
the noted Buekhorse and seven or eight more, 

.after..which there will be. several .bye-battiaa. 
by others. Oentlemen are. therefore, desired 
to come by time*. The doors will be open at 
nine.” 

From 1743 to 1749 there were battles every 
week at Broughton s “during the season ” To 
increase hia revenue, ha opened a boxing 
school for gentlemen, and to this must be 
credited the first Introduction of boxing 
glove*. Bays The Sporting Magazine his* 

torian:___ ___ t . 

* He Invited the young gentlemen of the 
army and navy and any other young men of 
Spirit to engage under his direction, and prom¬ 
ised to secure their arms and wrist* with 
muffler* *o that nothing might be appre¬ 
hended by the softest hand and tenderest 
skin.” _- , - 

Rules Are Formulated 

F OLLOWING are the rules drawn up by 
Broughton, probably the first actually 
formulated rules of the new sport: 

1. A square of a yard will be chalked In the 
middle of the stage, and on every set-to after 
a fall, or on being parted from the rails, each 
second is to bring his man to the side of the 
square and place him opposite the other, and 
until they are fairly set-to at the line it shall 
not be lawful for one to ajfik* the other. 

2. The second must get his man to such 
square In thirty second* 

3. Only the men and their seconds on the 


He was credited with originating the "chop¬ 
per” blow,” which was Uie chief weapon of the 
later British-Jewish champion.

Act of Parliament- probably through the 
Duke's influent- 1 .

Growth 


N our first settlement the farmers only 
grew enough to feed and clothe them¬ 
selves and their families. If the farmer 




hi* wife "or* wi 
suffer. 

Meanwhile the people In this and other 
neighborhoods near the sea were clearing 
larger farm*. They cut down far more trees 
than were required for firewood. Merchants 
in Oreat Britain, in Franc?, Oermany and the 
United States needed vessel* to carry the cloth, 
the tools, crockeryware and many other things 
to the people of other countries. Not enough 
could be built at home, where forests were 
growing scarce. So at the mouths of many 
rivers In British North America sailing ships 
were being built. At first these were small, 
but as time went on frigates and other full- 
rigged ships were built and sold. 8eora§ of 
young men worked in lha lumber woods and m 
the shipbuilding yards* The great logs were 
floated down the rivers in Spring or hauled 
out In Winter by teams of huge oxen. The 
men in the old countries who had money were 
glad to pay the shipbuilders a good price for 
their vessels. Some of them grew rich and 
built fine houses for themselves. The workers 
prospered, too. With the money they made 
they bought more land or spent more on flocks 
end herds. Now and again two or three 
clubbed together and bought or built a 
schooner of their own. trading to nearby ports. 

In our bay there were splendid oyster beds, 
and the fishermen made a great deal of money 
selling them in Canada and the New England 
States. It was cold work, for the fishing was 
done in the Fall of the year. But the workers, 
many of whom were Frenchmen, did not mind 
that. Their merry songs and stories delighted 
little folk who, perhaps, should have been In 
bed. 

Buying, Selling and Building 

T £E ahtps that carried away oats, potatoes, 
barley, turnips and codfish did not come 
back empty. Men and women, yes, and chil¬ 
dren, wanted th\ goods that esme from the 
factories In Manchester, Sheffield and Leeds. 
Homespun and drugget were all very well for 
everyday, but on Sundays father wanted a suit 
of black cloth, while mother and the girls 
must have alpaca or merino dresses. Nice 
hats could be plaited at home from straw or 
grass, but even they needed the gay silk rib¬ 
bons, while pretty bonne U ctme from overseas. 
So the village, with Its church, it* store. Us 
Inn, Its courthou.se and cluster gt houses ro se 
among the farms. The blacksmiths hammer 
never rested from dawn till dark, for there 
were horses to shoe, and ploughshare's to make 
•nd mend. 

Long ago the mother s cap and kerchief had 
be*n laid away or put to other uses. A gown 
of shining grey alpaca with a crimson belt be¬ 
came the comely figure of the matron. At 
singing school or Oood Templar’s Lodge the 
big girls wore Raglan jacket* and the young 
men Wellington boots, all unmindful of the 
military origin of the names of those parts of 
their costume. Very proud was the little girl 
who walked two miles to Sunday school wear¬ 
ing a frock and Uttle cepe of pretty brown 
goods dotted with white, and so was her shy 
brother with his new Glengarry cap and white 
collar over the pretty suit mother had made. 
The small girl wort a bonnet tied under her 
chin with brown ribbon strings. A quaint 
pair you would think them bow. 

Then there were the "beaver' hats the men 
wore to church and, here and there, a wagon 
or gig for someone who could afford it. Stowed 
carefully in the ho^ds of ships were boxes 
filled with glass lamps and chimneys and bar¬ 
rels of paraffin oil. 6h the wonder of the new 
light and the warnings lest little hands should 
meddle with the lamp on the table! Candles 
could be moved, but not the lamp. • 

Sugar, molasses, a Uttle coffee and rum, and 
inucl^tobacco were brought from the West In¬ 
dies and tea from China by ray of Liverpool. 
IVharres were built on the harbor lour 
away, and many stores were needed to take

care of all these goods. A town, much larger 
than the village, was needed to do the business 
that grew larger year by year. There was lit¬ 
tle, If any. hindrance to the exchange of good# ^. 

farmers, as well as the traders and shipbuild¬ 
ers. prospered. New houses were built and 
more farms cleared and bought. 

Some Memories 

L IFE in the settlement was not all work, 
much less all business. There was a 
very large, smooth, rich field near the shore. 
The children did not know that once upon a 
t.me a French village, with it* tiny chapel, had 
stood there. There was not an Acadian family 
in the neighborhood, though in busy seasons 
one English farmer hired one or two of the 
dark-eyed boys from the next village, to which 
a past generation had removed. They had 
built a church and convent and now they 
moved all that was left of their ancestors to 
the sacred ground of their new home. The 
school children stood awestruck as slowly the 
mysterious procession parsed by. 

The Shoemaker 

I N every farmer's kitchen there was a shoe¬ 
maker's bench. To each In turn came the 
strangest figure. A little deformed cripple 
with great dark eyes and pale face fitted shoes 
for every member of the family. With pa¬ 
tient skill he cut and shaped and stitched till 
shoes and boot* were made for all. From house 
to house he went with Infinite difficulty, «in¬ 
ning the goodwill even of the most timid or 
the moat thoughtless. Long ago his toll Is 
ended. Surely he has heard the “Well done, 
good and faithful servant." Who of all that 
watched him has used his talent so well? 

The Kind Old Man 

I N one of the largest houses of the settlement 
lived the descendants of a United Empire 
Loyalist and his large family. There were 
many boys and two daughters. One of the 
sons, the eldest, had married a wife, a sweet 
though delicatg woman. The girls were strong, 
sweet-voiced maidens. That house was always 
full The father drew around him children, 
young people and their elders. Kindly, shrewd, 
sturdy and generous, thl* old farmer spread 
happiness around. There was no bitterness In 
hi* speech even when he argued about religion, 
strong sectarian though he was. 

There were no old women In the settlement, 
a sad sign oT the time “when a woman's work 
was never done." Young girls had taken up 
the household duties their mothers had left. 
Little people owed much to the kindly help of 
these big sisters. There were visit* of young 
men from far and near, but the girls were in 
no hurry to leave the fathers they loved and 
the comfortable homes where progress was 
lightening the burden of labor. 

The homes of younger people' were filled 
with the sounds of children's voices. In each 
the baby was welcomed, finding the love of 
father, mother, sisters and brothers warming 
and brightening the strange new world. 

As days and weeks and months passed the 
love grew deeper and stronger with the growth 
of the baby. Then, sometimes a call came 
which took the darling away. We shall not 
dwell on the grief of f at her and mother or the 
bewildered sorrow of little sisters and brothers. 
Nothing that, the kindly offices of neighbors 
could do to help an<f console was wanting. 

A* time went by, tender memo tie* filled the 
heart* of the mourners while cares and duties 
occupied hands and minds. 

More than once a maiden in the bloom of 
youth was snatched away and once a weary 
mother left her daughters and sons without 
her wise guidance. % - 

From the far end ofthe settlement ia Bpring 
or Fall came the news that tuberculosis had 
claimed another member of a family who had 
every blessing the world could give except that 
of health. Sunshine and fresh air and a re¬ 
moval from the infected home would in these 
day* have saved some such lives. 

Among memories Is one of a 


lady who. coming from a city, had never been 
able to make herself at home In the com¬ 
munity. Her dainty figure and beautiful dress 
were a contrast to those of most of the womln 
of the place. A daughter was the beat beloved 
of all schoolmates. • 

School Again . 

"T i>. 

X little boys an'd girls learned to spell and 
read, write and cipher. For the tiny ones 
there was plenty of play. The maiter taught 
the first lessons two or three times a day and 
then sent the pupils out to play on the grassy 
hillocks by t|ie roadside. Time was saved to 
help the student who had hard problems in 
arithmetic to solve or the dull boy or girl who 
found even the easiest work hard. 

Meanwhile the occasional Times or other 
newspaper from the Old Country was sup¬ 
plemented by the weekly published In tl»« 
capital city of the colony. Occasionally bright 
pupils were allowed to read from one of these, 
and almost always the dictation lesson was a 
paragraph from an article on some event of 
the time. In that way little a* well as big 
words were taught* 

Outside of school education was go.ng on 
among the grown-ups. Books and the quar¬ 
terly magazines had found their way to the 
home of the teacher. These were read and 
re-read, and shared with others. Now and 
again a visitor came. The friend or relative 
was always welcomed. There would be much 
friendly talk and sometimes arguments which 
the children did not always understand, but 
which left a deep Impression, none the less. 

There were great thinkers In the sixties cl 
last century and the printing press spread their 
idea* even to remote settlements. Political 
meetings, too, so me times lasted till long past 
bedtime. 

Reading, thinking, debating, teaching were 
s good preparation for work in a larger school. 

The End of the Week.. 

O N 8undays all work was laid aside. Most 
grown-ups and some of the children went 
to church in the village, where the solemn sen¬ 
tences of the church service were read to the 
reverent co ng regation. A few miles away was 
The~Prafeyterlan place of worship, where a tall, 
kindly minister preached to a Uttle flock who 
listened to his words with faith and love. * 

In one of the homes at certain seasons young 
and old met to hear a preacher who “reasoned 
of temperance, righteousness and Judgment to 
come." Some who came from curiosity were 
convinced of "sin and turned from their evil 
ways. Of others It was true that “Fools who 
came to sooff remained to pray." 

The voices of these preachers have long been 
silent. Thinking of them and of their differ¬ 
ences of creed and rite, one Is reminded of a 
verse of a poet of that day: 

Children of men! The Unseen Power whose 
eye 

Forever doth accompany mankind. 

Hath looked on no religion scornfully, 

That man did ever find." %

Developed at University 


Sugar Beet as the Growers Like Them 


A new up, of h** biwi tmloped 

at the University ot British Columbia 
through crossing of the Orlrrun or On¬ 
tario Variegated and the Russian Don strains. 
It Is expected to provide Improved pasturage, 
a thicker stand In the Held, to resist cold, and 
show a belter growth In shallow soils. 

Some lurther experimentation, at present de¬ 
layed by lack of money. Is required before It 
can be made available for commercial uae. 

The problem, roughly, was to develop a type 
which would combine the high-quality hay and 
other virtues of the long-stemmed semi-tap 
root Grimm plant with tha rugged, spreading 
root system of th» short-stemmed Don. Dr. 
O. O. Moe. professor of agronomy at tha uni¬ 
versity. states "We now have strains fixed for 
spreading root and high seed yield, and have 
evidence that the project can be carried through 
to completion with confidence of achieving the 
results desired.'' Future study will deal with 
quantity of yield. 

Useful to * Pasturage 

T HE spreading root. In Which the plant 
sends forth rhHomes, or root extensions, 
so that there Is practically no limit to Us rsnge 
and hold on the soil. Is the chief contribution 
to pasturage. It will resist trampling and 
heaving of the land by frost. 


Years of experiment by many men lie behind 
the new type. On 1U Don aide It Is descended 
from one single plant brought to South Dakota 
from Russia about twenty-seven years ago by 
Professor Niels E. Hansen, of the South Dakota 


tings from this plant were brought to the uni¬ 
versity here. Plants were propegated from the 
cuttings, and alongside were grown rows of the 
variegated type. No other alfalfa was grown 
within two miles. Attempts wen made to 
obtain crosses, and six plants out of ISO showed 
hybrid characters. 

Ytart of Expsrimsnt 

T HERE followed yean of experiment, some¬ 
times with the hybrids enclosed In cbeeee- 
doth tents, sometimes untentod. Flowers wen 
manipulated and various other artifices triad. 
Finally, a plant showing definite segregation as 
to desired type, and having the spreading root 
system combined with erect stems, wag 
achieved. It Is this that the university hopes 
to make a real contribution to the Canadian 
farmer. 

The work has been attended by the interest 
of farmers and agriculturists generally, as 
attested by scores of letters of Inquiry, largely 
from British Columbia and the Prairies, which 
are on file at the university.

Diseases of Ornamental 
Trees Being Studied 
by Plant Experts

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made that leeda are of at least two kinds, car- . 
bohydr%tes and proteins. These Ideas are Impor¬ 
tant. but It ta a mistake to assume that they 
sum up all the vital facta In relation to the 
science of nutrition. 

There are other factors to be taken Into con¬ 
sideration regarding a balanced ration for live¬ 
stock. We all know now that besides the air 
and water that are necessary for all animal Ute. 
there are five food elements, all of which arc 
Important, and none of which can be neglected 
II animals are to grow and develop normally. 
They are: Carbohydrate* proteins, fats, vita¬ 
mins. minerals. 

Causes Changed Ideas 

T HE first three of these have had consider- 
able attention: no doubt there Is more to 
b- learned about them." It Is only recently that 
wc have found that there are substances called 
amino-acids which have to do with the value 
of proteins, so that the old ideas of nutrition 
have been changed. No doubt the balancing of 
carbohydrates .and proteins are pretty well 
worked out for all practical purposes. New 
ideas will be discovered. 

Before coming to the minerals necessary for 
the proper nutrition, I will say a little about 
vitamins. We do not know what they are; no 
one has actually separated these substances or 
properties of food so that they can be described. 
What we do know Is that without them certain 
troubles occur. We know in what feeds some 
of them are to be found. 

Process of Life 

W E also know that animal life is supported 
either by animal or vegetable food, all 
eventually going back to vegetable, and vege¬ 
table in turn coming from the mineral elements 
of the soil, in addition to the elements of the 
air and In water. The human body, for in¬ 
stance, is ninety-six per cent composed of the 
elements oxygen, hydrogen, carbon and nitro¬ 
gen; calcium and phosphorus form about three 
per cent. The elements potassium, sulphur, 
sodium, chlorine, magnesium and iron form 
somewhat leas than one per cent. Iodine, 
chlorine, silicon, manganese and aluminum are 
found in minute quantitiee. 

The mineral ash of the body Is small, but 
without this small, necessary amount the body 
does not develop and function properly, and 
even death may result from too low a supply. 
Unless minerals are present in sufficient quan¬ 
tities growth is Impossible. Our grains and 
grasses are low in mineral content. For this 
reason It is necessary that the farmer, In order 
to put his livestock on the market In a profit¬ 
able way, must supplement these minerals. 

Nine Minerel Elements 

I T has been demonstrated that for satisfac¬ 
tory nutrition nine mineral elements are 
needed. These are sodium, calcium, mag¬ 
nesium. phosphorus, potassium, chlorine, sul¬ 
phur. Iodine and Iron. These can be supplied 
in the form of inorganic salts. It is doubtful If 
there is an order of relative importance among 
these; they are all Indispensable and must be 
properly balanced. 

The results of mineral deficiency In the feed 
are most evident in young growing animals. In 
females carrying young, in high-producing 
milk cows, and in animals that are bred and 
fed for abnormal growth. 

Some Common Symptoms 

A FEW of the most common symptoms of a 
lack of mlneal ash In the food are; 

1. Depraved appetite, such as: sheep eat 
,'£ool. sows eat Ihelr pigs, chickens eat feathers, 
cattle chew bones and sticks. The hog especially 
suffers when It Is uhable to xooi out tha neces¬ 
sary elements In the soil. 

2. Rickets in pigs. Jhis is entirely due to im¬ 
proper feeding. It occurs usually at the time of 
weaning or shortly after. 

I. Hog* breaking down In the back. 

4 Swelling and inflammation of the Joints in 
hogs, so-called rheumatism or arthritis.

A survey conducted this Bummer over a col¬

T he Alpine aster should be groin by all 
who like blue Bowen. The color u a 
good blue, like some of the tall-growing 
Michaelmas daisies, and the blooms are about 
(wo inches across, it bloom* in May and early 
June, and, if planted in masses, is very effec¬ 
tive. even at a distance. It is not fastidious as 
to soil, and may be planted either in the rock 
garden or the front of the border. It may also 
PC naturalised In the wild garden, and is very 
good for this purpose. 

Natives of Northwest America are beginning 
to be more understood than they formerly were. 

While expeditions have been combing the 
mountains of Asia in every direction- for new 
things for the garden, the more accessible 
mountains of British Columbia, Washington 
and Oregon, as well as Northern California, 
have been, until very recently, almost neg¬ 
lected. Still, these mountains are the home of 
many beautiful plants which, when their cul¬ 
ture is understood, are most useful rock garden i. ^ 
subjects. 

Take only one family, the Lewlsia*. for in¬ 
stance, which until lately mere considered dif¬ 
ficult to grow. and. in England, were classed as 
subjects for the Alpine house only. Knowing 
Just how to make them happy has given us a 
family of plants which are possible In any good 
rock garden, and. with a little care, can be 
grown to perfection. 

Many Fine Species 

T HERE are xomt fourteen specie, ot Ltwltiu 
known, nil of them Americans, and most of 
them are In cultivation. There are two dia- 
tlnot lections, those that lose their leaves In 
the Pall and disappear until the following 
spring, and those that are evergreen. 

Among those of the farmer we have those 
that require perhaps more care than the ever¬ 
green section The most widely known of these 
Is Lewlsia Redivtva. a native of our own Prov¬ 
ince. Its great disadvantage Is that the foliage

Control by Spray 

T HE importance of these observations lies 
In the fact that where possible varieties or 
species susceptible to anthracnose should not 
be planted, since this disease seriously weakens 
the entire tree. If already planted, susceptible 
species should be sprayed with Bordeaux 4-4-40 
before Fall rains set to. as a routine practice. 
For kinds susceptible to scab, at least three 
applications of lime sulphur should be made, a 
1-10 mixture, before buds break In February, 
and 1-40 mixture when flower buds show color, 
snd again when blossoms have fallen. A fourth 
spray three weeks later of 1-40 lime sulphur 
plus three-quarters of a pint of nicotine sul¬ 
phate and two and one-half pounds lead 
arsenate per 100 gallons is strongly advised. 

It is far better, however, to choose naturally 
resistant kinds than to face the necessity of 
constant spraying to keep susceptible varieties 
in health and beauty. The Dominion Labora¬ 
tory of Plant Pathology at Saanlchtoo hopes to 
extend the scope of this survey to Include all 
the distinct varieties of oraamentalls grown in 
each district.

T O those who may be interested in the 
sugar beet industry. and the number la 
becoming greater with the year*, it must 
be a matter of pride to Vancouver Island to 
know that some of the experimental work, as 
required by the Canada and Dominion Sugar 
Co.. Ltd., of Chatham. Ont., is being done at 
your experimental station, 8 aanichton. BC. 

Iu a recent issue of the pamphlet, "Up and 
Down the Rows." published by the sugar people, 
reference is made to the work here, with photo¬ 
graph of plots appearing as they would like to 
see them, and as they did appear at the experi¬ 
mental station this past season. The sugar 
people say, in part: 

"In our April iasue of Up and Down the 
Rows' we told our readers of the experimental 
work being done on sugar beet varieties and 
seed at the various Dominion experimental 
farms across Canada. Our growers will be in¬ 
terested in the above photograph sent to us 
recently by Dr Kirk, Dominion Agroatologist, 
Ottawa. 

"These are the best seed varieties or strains 
being grown on the Dominion experimental 
farm at Saanichtou, Vancouver Island. Moat 
of the seed used in these test plots was sent 
from our Chatham office, and the best strains 
of beets will be 'wintered' and used as steck- 
llngs for seed production next year.'* 

Ontario Crops Poor 

I T would seem that the crop in Ontario has 
been very poor this past season, cutting the 
crop average to about 25.000 acres, about 5.000 
acres below that of 1033. Many interesting facta 
are brought out in the paper referred to of 
interest to prospccUvt growers as 
Proper harvesting includes —a— 

Plowing out when the beets are mature. 

Let the beets grow as big as possible, If the 
weather is favorable. 

Let the beets ripen so that the sugar will be 
as high as possible. 

Lift the earliest-planted beets first. 

Fresh white fibres down the-side of the beet 
root means fresh growth and lack of maturity 
of the beet. 

See that the topping knife is sharp and cuts 
across the beet evenly and does not break off a 
good section of the root. 

If beets are to be left In the field for more 
* than a few hours, they should be put in as large 
piles as possible and covered with tops to pre¬ 
vent loss of weight or freezing. 

Put in big piles unless delivering it once. 
Don't rush the scales during the early part 
of the "run," but plan to deliver regularly from 
a farm pile. 

If you have a large acreage, harvest it in 
sections. ** 

Saving the-Beet Tops 

L ESS feed Is needed where the beet tops are 
used, and this year there la a shortage of 
feed. Our beet growers will appreciate some 
information about the use of the beet tops and 
the experience of others in keeping the tops 
and in feeding them to various kinds of live¬ 
stock. 

The United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture has published a Fanners' Bulletin (No. 
Hit, Washington. t 1934) called "Important 
Sugar Beet By-Products and Their Utiliza¬ 
tion.'* This booklet, of thirty pfcges. emphasizes 
the vaibe of bget tops and gives the experience 
of the various states in using beet tops as feed. 
Dried beet pulp also receives a lot of attention 
In this publication, and is highly recommgpded 
for an classes of livestock, particularly milking 
cows. 

The Department of Agriculture estimate! the 
beet tops to average sixty per cent of the mar¬ 
keted weight of beets. Thus a ten-ton crop of 
beets means six tons per sere of fresh topa«.jn» 
ajnount of top varies widely with the seasonal 
id may be eighty per cent or only 


thirty per cent of the root weight. Where leaf 
blight is severe the tope are light, but in very 
rich land the tops and crowns weigh almost as 
much as the roots. The crown la about one 
quarter and the leaves three-quarters of the 
total top In a well-grown beet. The fresh tops 
contain about seventy-five to eighty-five prr 
cent moisture, so there is about 500 pounds of 
dry matter in every ton of tope. 

Arc Protein Feed 

B EET tops arc a protein or growth-promoting 
feed, in contrast to beet pulp, which is s 
carbohydrate or energy-producing food. Beet 
tops are quite palatable, and since they oontaln 
strongly cathartic salts, they should be fed with 
care to counteract the laxative effect. Beet 
leeves contain considerable oxalic acid, and 
should not be fed to pigs end horses in large 
quantities. One pound of tops per 100 pounds 
of animal weight per day is plenty for 
ruminants. Too liberal feeding may result in 
"scouring" or may cause “indigestion.'' 

Most of the plant nutrients taken up by the 
sugar beet from the soil are left on the farm 
when the beets ere hauled awey. This is a 
big feature in the value of a beet crop In the 
system of farm rotation. Studies of European 
farny where beets are grown show a steady 
improvement in other crops, in proportion to 
the beet acreage on the farm. The publication 
referred to above states that "farmers do not 
half appreciate the value of beet tops to the 
farm." The Colorado Experimental Station 
tests showed that an average acre of tops is 
equal in feed value to a ton of alfalfa hay. The 
Orest Western Sugar Company’s publication 
states that "stacked beet tops showed eighty 
per cent of the feeding value of com silage in 
a three-year test with steers.’’ 

World Record Beet Crop 

T HE August issue of Facts About Sugar” 
tells ot a fifty-acre area of sugar beets In 
Sacramento Valley. California, averaging 42 3 
tons per acre with sixteen per cent sugar in the 
beets. The. field was in alfalfa lor a number of 
years and beans for four years previous to this 
crop of beets. This crop constitutes, as far os 
Is known, an all-time record for normal sugar 
beet culture. The moisture conditions and 
length of growing season are apparently ideal 
there because this same field, another year, 
produced 37J tons per acre, with IU per cent 
sugar in the beets. Theromay be a few farms 
where Nature has provided the necessary 
moisture and plant food in such generous 
amounts, but Jt is a striking example of the 
enormous possibilities of production in the 
sugar beet industry. 

Such yields as these may not be hoped Ar 
on Vancouver Island, but variety "Dieppe" has 
given us 2134 tons per acre for three years and 
2233 tons for one year. A fifteen-ton crop is 
ah outstanding achievement in the sugar dis¬ 
tricts. and only an average crop with us when 
considering commercial varieties. 


in Forcing RhubdVb 

R HUBARB forcing Is a method of growing 
rhubarb roots to maturity in the open field 
and then forcing these roots during the Winter 
to provide rhubarb out of season. At one time 
this was quite a profitable Industry, but at 
present so many growers are engaged In forcing 
rhubarb that prices have been reduced to a 
very low margin over cost of production. 

A fertile soil where the roots will grow to good 
size In two years Is the first essential. A cheap 
forcing house that may be kept at the proper 
temperature and a supply of cheap fuel are also 
necessary. As the rhubarb is forced In the dark, 
the house may be of rough lumber covered with 
tar paper. A large box type of stove that will 
bum stumps, knots and limbs Is an economical 
type of heater. 

Set on Top of Floor 

T HE tops of the rhubarb plants are allowed 
to freeze down. The roots are then lifted 
and placed in the forcing house close together. 
They are not planted, but simply set on top of 
the floor, which usually Is ordinary soil with 
good drainage facilities provided. The plants 
are allowed a resting stage of several days up 
to one month. Then the heat far started and the 
plants watered regularly with an abundance of 
water. 

While there is limited opportunity for forcing 
rhubarb commercially, still it is quite feasible 
to produce a regular table supply for home con¬ 
sumption by forcing half a dozen good roots in 
a warm cellar behind the furnace or with the 
aid of a small oil or electric.heater. Rhubarb 
forced in this manner provides a pleasant 
variation in the table supply when the palate 
Urea of the routine of carrots, beets and par¬ 
snips, supplemented by canned materials.

Comfortable Housing Is 
Necessary if Hens Are 
to Lay in Winter 

E GG production at this Ume of the year Is 
dependent upon several factors. It Is 
essential that the pullets should have been well 
raised from good breeding stock, should be 
given grain and mash rations calculated to 
assist in the production ot eggs, should be fed 
regularly the correct amounts and In the right 
proportions, and. perhaps most important of all, 
should be comfortably housed. 

Well-reared pullets will usually lay very well 
for the first month, but continued production 
throughout the Winter can only be secured by 
good management on the part of the poultry 
keeper. 

In this district the poultry house should be 
constructed so thst It will be dry and warm in 
Winter, provided with '~no-draught’ ventila¬ 
tion and plenty of sunlight. If your flock is 
not producing Just as you think it should be 
at this time, aay at fifty per cent or more, It 
might be advisable to check up your housing. 
Perhaps you have too many birds for the slot 
of the building. The usual floor space allow¬ 
ance Is from four to five square fee: per bird, 
depending upon whether you keep I r [-horns or 
one of the heavier breeds. 

If you have noticed your birds huddling on 
the floor Instead of being spread out scratching 
in the Utter or filling up with mash from the 
hoppers. It Is mare than likely that they have 
sought the least draughty position In a 
draughty house This should be oarreeted at 
arte. Any knotholes should be covered, broken 
windows and wall boards should be mended 
Walls should be double around the roosts; to 
fact, everything should be os comfortable os 


Fall to bake It. Another species in this section 
is L. Nevsdensls, with curious, sparse, needle- 
Uke foliage and white flowers. The life of this 
species above ground is very short, and its 
roots resemble small carrots. 

L. Pygmoea has pink-tinged leaves which 
appear In early 8 prlng, while the flowers, which 
arc rosy-pink, come in the Summer and last a 
long tune. The only member of this section 
that differs materially from those already 
named is L. Oppoaltlfolis, which has long, 
oblong leaves of a prostrate nature, with starry 
white flowers on six-inch stems. 

Eiiy to Grow 

T HE second section, the evergreen kinds, are 
quite easy to grow. L. Flnchil is one of the 
most robust. It has very broad, bright green 
leaves, and as it ages the plant becomes a 
hummock with a mass of crowns. The flowers 
are somewhat similar to those of L. HoweUli. 
and a good plant In bloom will produce as many 
as eighty well-furnished sprays. The flowers 
arc soft pink in color. L. Tweeyi is a splendid 
kind that blooms early and makes a wonderful 
subject In a pan for the cold greenhouse The 
flowers are yellowish buff-pink. 

L. Howellli is the most popular of this section 
and has pretty crinkled leaves. Its blooms are 
pink, with a very well defined carmine streak 
down the centre of each petal. 

L. Columbiana has narrow limp leaves, often 
dotted with brown, forming a compact rosette. 
The flowers are dark rose but small. 

The variety Rones has darker and somewhat 
larger flowers. The Lewlsias ere apt to cross to 
the garden and some of the hybrid seedlings 
are choice snd beautiful things. These seed¬ 
lings have another advantage to the fact that, 
being grown from seed, they are better adapted 
to the Coast climate. 

Queen of Saxifrages 

A S everyone who understands the encrusted 
saxifrage knows. Saxifrage Dong folia 
<the Queen of Saxlfraga* > dies as soon os It 
flowers, and never, or almost never, makes off¬ 
sets. Recently two species of hybrids of Long- 
foUa (no one seems to know which they are)* 
Tumbling Waters and Wompoie s variety, have 
been introduced, and while these are almost as 
fine as Longlfolis, they do make offsets, and 
can. therefore, be increased without having re¬ 
course to seed, the only way in which the true 
Longlfolis can be Increased. 

But now comes new information, and we pass 
it on for what it is worth. It comes from one 
of the best-known growers of Saxifrages to 
England. If the offsets on both these varieties 
are not removed from the main (riant flowers, 
they will also attempt to flower, and wfcbn the 
main plant dies, as it will after flowering, the 
offsets will die too. Bo it is best to remove any 
offsets before the main rosette shows any sign 
of throwing up a flower. 

By the English gardening papers one is In¬ 
formed that the Violettas are coming bock 
again, and that a number of varieties are being 
tried out at the Royal Horticultural Society's 
gardens at Wlsley. This race of very small 
bedding violas was originated by a Dr. Stuart 
many years ago. but somehow or other dropped 
out of popularity. Now it seems that the breed 
is betng revived by a Mr D. B Crane. These 
plants are characterised by their sturdy and 
oompaet habit of growth and small, rounded 
slid very sweet-scented flowers.

A LOT OF BOOKH 

Most of the interest of the British 
Museum, and particularly of the 
library, 1* necessarily of an aca¬ 
demic order, but Just now it pro¬ 
vides interest of another kind. Two 
of the greatest library undertakings 
‘ever embarked on—in this country 
at any rate—are now being carried 
out there. 

One of these is the rearrange¬ 
ment of the books and the recon¬ 
struction of the shelves. The other 
is the .new cataloguing of the books. 

The first Job will occupy fifteen 
years, for be It remembered that 
although the exact number is not 
known there are certainly mbre 
than four million volumes to be 
moved, and moved in order, while 
the shelves are stre ng t h ened and 
reconstructed to bear their colossal 
Wright. 

While this Is going on the shelves 
themselves will lengthen st about 
one mile a year to receive the cur¬ 
rent yearly average Increase of 37,- 
000 volumes and 70.000 serial parts 
of volumes. (Two hundred and sev¬ 
enty-eight thousand copies of news¬ 
papers per year are stored else-

will take twenty experts about 
twenty-five years.

THE STOCK SUBJECT 

The weather Is. In this country, 
an everlasting subject of conversa¬ 
tion and speculation.
